Medicinal weed 
growers, police 
await instruction 


Court ruling. Life goes 
on as both parties await 
more court dates

Just days before a massive over¬ 
haul of Canada’s medicinal 
marijuana laws, both Alberta 
police and patients alike say 
they’ve been given no clear 
marching orders from federal 
health officials. 

Health Canada had hoped 
to implement a range of chan¬ 
ges starting Tuesday to move 
production of marijuana out 
of the homes of licensed users 
and into commercial establish¬ 
ments. 

But a court injunction ob¬ 
tained by B.C. lawyer John 
Conroy last week appears to 


have granted all users currently 
growing the controversial drug 
the ability to continue doing so 
until a constitutional challenge 
on the matter has weaved its 
way through the courts. That 
process could span more than 
a year. 

Marijuana grower Tamara 
Cartwright-Poulits said she 
wouldn’t be taking down her 
plants come April 1. 

“I guess if they come and 
kick my door in, we’ll go from 
there,” she added with a nerv¬ 
ous laugh. 

Metro made multiple inquir¬ 
ies to Health Canada officials 
Thursday, but at press time, no 
one at the agency could provide 
any information about the im¬ 
plications of the injunction. It 
is still unclear whether patients 
should destroy their plants or 
not. 

Tasked to investigate and 
dismantle grow operations 


throughout the province, a 
spokesperson for the Alberta 
Law Enforcement Response 
Team (ALERT) said there has 
been no direction on how to 
address the injunction ruling 
from the federal government. 

“I think that court injunc¬ 
tion caught (Health Canada) 
by surprise,” said ALERT’S Mike 
Tucker. 

But Jason Wilcox with the 
MMAR (Marijuana Medical 
Access Regulations) Coalition 
Against Repeal, which has 
steered nationwide efforts op¬ 
posing the April 1 changes, said 
a veiy real threat of arrest re¬ 
mains for patients like himself, 
as numerous police agencies 
have openly expressed confu¬ 
sion about the changes. 

“Quite frankly, if we hear 
of any interactions we will be 
launching human-rights cases 
across the country,” Wilcox 
said.

Poll gives Mayor 
Iveson top marks 

A new poll seems to show 
that most Edmontonians 
like where the city is going. 

The online survey by 
polling firm ThinkHQwas 
done between March 10 
and 16 and found Mayor 
Don Iveson has a 70 per 
cent approval rating, higher 
than the percentage of 
people who voted for him 
in the fall. Edmonton city 
council as a whole had a 58 
per cent approval. 

Calgaiy’s Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi had a 71 per cent 
approval rate and the city’s 
council had a 60 per cent 
endorsement. 

“The two mayors’ 
numbers are veiy envi¬ 
able,” said Marc Hemy, 
president ofThinkHQ. “I’m 
actually quite surprised by 
Iveson and how quickly 
he’s climbed up. I mean, 
he’s only been in office for 
five months.” 

Iveson said he believes 
the poll is an endorsement 
of the agenda he and the 
rest of council are pursuing. 

“I think it reflects on a 
city council and city staff 
that are doing good work,” 
he said. 

Iveson said he is happy 
the city has moved ahead 
on some of the major pro¬ 
jects he hoped for, like the 
LRT, but he is not resting on 
his laurels. 

“We are just getting 
started; I think there is a lot 
of work to do,” he said. 

Iveson said council is 
getting good reviews in part 
because they are having 
good debates. 

“We are getting a divers¬ 
ity of opinions, we are 
getting strong arguments 
and good evidence, and I 
think that leads to good 
decisions.”

No new clues in case 
of missing woman

Few clues were unearthed 
during a grid search Thurs¬ 
day in the dense bush west 
of Rocky Mountain House, 
following the disappearance 
of an Edmonton woman. 
Anina Hundsdoerfer, 32, 


was last seen on March 22. 
Fish and Wildlife officers 
located her car Tuesday two 
hours west of Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House, prompting local 
RCMP to launch a thorough 
search and rescue effort in 
the area. 

Rocky Mountain House 
RCMP Staff Sgt. Bill Laidlaw 
said the eight-person search 
and rescue team didn’t have 
much success after more 
than eight hours of search¬ 
ing. 

Along with an aerial 
search, the ground team 
searched along the North 
Saskatchewan River and 


most of Highway 734, with 
negative results. 

“There are so many ifs, 
ands, or huts in regards to 
this,” he said. “Basically 
what we are dealing with 
is we have a car — her car 
— that was parked (in the 
area). Really, that’s all we’ve 
got right now.” 

Laidlaw said if there is 
a possibility Hundsdoerfer 
was in the area, the team 
will keep looking. 

“I haven’t anything to say 
that she is there and I don’t 
have anything to say she is 
not there,” he said. “Until I 
can clear that, I’m going to 


continue looking.” 

Search and rescue teams 
are expected to be back out 
Friday to continue looking 
for clues of Hundsdoerfer’s 
whereabouts, including 
broken branches, tracks, 
scraps of clothing or a note. 

Laidlaw wanted to en¬ 
courage anyone with poten¬ 
tial tips or information to 
get in touch with RCMP or 
EPS. 

“So many people hold 
back information because 
they think they’re wasting 
our time,” he said. “When in 
fact, you may have seen her 
driving somewhere.”

Truth and 
Reconciliation 
Commission. Alberta 
students to learn about 
Canada's dark past 


Alberta students are to be 
taught about the horrors and 
the painful legacy of Indian 
residential schools. 

The province has an¬ 
nounced that all kindergarten 
to Grade 12 curriculum will 
include mandatory content 
on the significance of residen¬ 
tial schools and First Nation 
treaties. 

Aboriginal Relations Min¬ 
ister Frank Oberle made the 
announcement Thursday to 
wild applause at the Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission 
hearings in Edmonton before 
hundreds of residential school 
survivors and their families. 

“Starting with the young¬ 
est members of our society, 
Alberta commits to residential 
school survivors, their fam¬ 
ilies and communities, that 
Albertans will hear your stor¬ 
ies and know your truths,” he 
said. 

Oberle said the pledge will 
help heal a sad and veiy pain¬ 
ful wound. 

The curriculum is to in¬ 
clude the perspectives of 
First Nations, Metis and Inuit 
peoples living in Alberta. 

There will also be a pro¬ 


gram to ensure teachers are 
made fully aware of the his- 
toiy of residential schools and 
aboriginal peoples. 

“May this document help 
to both acknowledge a great 
sorrow and tragedy in our 
joint histoiy, yet serve as a 
profound starting point for 
a new and brighter journey 
together,” Oberle told the 
crowd, which had spent the 
day quietly listening to sur¬ 
vivors of the schools recount 
wrenching stories of abuse. 

People in the audience gave 
Oberle a standing ovation. 

There were 25 residen¬ 


tial schools in Alberta, more 
than any other province. The 
commission estimates there 
are about 12,000 survivors in 
Alberta. One of them, Martha 
Marsden, told the crowd that 
the schools have been closed 
for years but the pain and dis¬ 
ruption they caused continues 
to ripple through the aborig¬ 
inal community. 

She called on Canadians to 
be supportive, not judgmental. 

“I ask other people outside 
our communities to under¬ 
stand that there is still a lot of 
hurt,” she said. 

“There is still a lot of frus¬ 


tration and there are still a 
lot of people walking around 
with their demons — with all 
the suicides, the addictions, 
the abuse. And we continue 
to fight to be caring, loving, 
equal individuals.” 

The federal government 
estimates that more than 
150,000 students were forced 
to attend the schools over 
the years. The last residential 
school outside Regina closed 
in 1996. 

The Edmonton event is the 
last of seven national commis¬ 
sion hearings to be held across 
Canada, the Canadian press

Leadership run won’t delay 
charters, says Hughes 


Municipal Affairs Minister 
Ken Hughes said any leader¬ 
ship ambitions he might 
pursue won’t cause delays to 
long-awaited city charters. 

Hughes declined to give 
specifics, but said he expects 
there would be movement 
on the charters in the next 
few weeks.

to speed quickly. 

“It’s an important file, so 
it was something that I got 
on top of relatively quickly,” 
he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
city charters are important 
for the entire province and 
he doesn’t anticipate prob¬ 
lems. 

“I would really like it to 
be business as usual for the 
next four or five months, 
rather than have everything 
grind to a halt, and I think 
the province agrees.”

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City hall spending 
big on upkeep 


Paving stones. City 
hoping for more 
permanent fix soon

Broken paving stones in 
front of city hall are breaking 
the bank for taxpayers, with 
the city spending thousands 
year after year to replace 
them. 

Over the last three years, 
replacing cracked paving 
stones in front of city hall has 
been costing taxpayers an 
average of $50,000 per year. 

Crews began painting the 
cracked and damaged pink 
paving stones this week, 
highlighting which ones will 
be replaced later this year. 

Paul Specht, the city’s 
director of facility mainten¬ 
ance, admits it’s a steep bill,

but said the area sees a lot of 
coming and going. 

“This is a very high-traf¬ 
fic area that we are talking 
about, and with the benefit 
of hindsight, maybe a dif¬ 
ferent solution should have 
been explored,” he said. 
“When people move carts up 
and down you can occasion¬ 
ally end up cracking a stone.” 

Specht also said the 
cost isn’t just for replacing 
broken paving stones. 

“The average per year over 
the last three years has been 


about $50,000 of work, not 
all in replacing stones, but 
that would also include level¬ 
ling the bed the stones sit in,” 
he said. 

Specht said the city is 
looking towards a better solu¬ 
tion, but wants to make sure 
it is right for the area and it 
could be a few years away. 

“We definitely have plans 
in the works, because it’s a 
little pricey to keep on re¬ 
placing a number of stones 
every year for sure,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
that is a shocking amount to 
be spending on simple main¬ 
tenance. 

“If you are spending 
$50,000 a year just to upkeep 
your front yard, then it’s out 
of whack,” he said. “It’s bet¬ 
ter to look for a long-term 
solution that is cheaper.” 

Nickel added that he 
doesn’t think the solution 
should wait. 

“I would like to see it 
sooner than later.”

Public Radio’s This American 
Life revealing that in the ’80s

slight lyric changes. In the pro¬ 
gram, the Calgarian tells host 
Ira Glass that Edmonton didn’t 
have a theme song in the ’80s. 

Was it so? I set out to discov¬ 
er the truth about our mysteri¬ 
ous theme song and discovered 
a stoiy stranger than I’d antici¬ 
pated. 

This American Life was 
right: Edmonton didn’t have a 
theme song, because this song 
was never commissioned by 
the city. It was produced by 
an opportunist Filipino music 
producer intent on using it to 
market the city and a young St.

Santos, would soon move to 
the Philippines to become pop 
sensation Maxine.

She was inspired by Britney 
Spears and he by the ballads 
popular in the Philippines, 
where show tunes reigned su¬ 
preme.

More than $lM was 
stolen, police say 


Quebec provincial police say 
they have broken up a major 
debit card fraud ring that was 
allegedly behind more than 
$1 million being siphoned 
from unsuspecting automat¬ 
ed teller machine users. 

Four people were arrested 
Thursday in Quebec as police 
executed warrants in two 
communities north of Mont¬ 
real as well as in the Toronto 
area. 

Four other suspects from 


Ontario remained on the lam, 
actively sought by police. 

Police demonstrated dur¬ 
ing a news conference on 
Thursday just how easily the 
fraud was perpetrated. 

The ATMs were usually 
rigged in broad daylight as 
people conducted their bank¬ 
ing business. 

Police said the accused 
installed card cloning equip¬ 
ment in more than 200 ATM 
machines in Quebec and 
Ontario over the years, with 
cameras hidden in the rigged 
ATMs to capture pin numbers. 

Police said their investiga¬ 
tion had been going on for a 
few months, but the fraudu¬ 
lent activities began in 2008. 


Among those arrested was 
the alleged leader of the net¬ 
work, Martin Antonov Kuzov, 
52. 

Some of the ATMs were af¬ 
filiated with bank branches 
located in the Montreal area, 
a police spokesman said. 

“Fraudsters, then in pos¬ 
session of the pin and card 
numbers, transferred this 
information abroad where 
large cash withdrawals were 
made,” said Benoit Richard, 
a Quebec provincial police 
spokesman. 

Richard said the majority 
of those who had their bank 
accounts compromised were 
from Quebec.

The world’s longest-serving 
death-row inmate was freed 
Thursday by a Japanese court 
that found investigators had 
likely fabricated evidence in 
the murder case that put the 
former pro boxer behind bars 
for nearly half a centuiy. 

The Shizuoka District 
Court suspended the death 
sentence and ordered a retrial 
for 78-year-old Iwao Haka¬ 
mada, who had been con¬ 
victed in the 1966 murder of 
a family and was sentenced 
to death in 1968. Hours later, 
Hakamada walked out of the 
Tokyo Detention Center, es¬ 
corted by his sister, Hideko, 
81, who devoted more than 
half of her life to the legal bat-

cuted because of a lengthy 
appeals process. 


• It took 27 years for the 
Supreme Court to deny 
his first appeal for a 
retrial. He filed a second 
appeal in 2008, and the 
court finally ruled in his 
favour on Thursday. 


tie. Hakamada was convicted 
of killing a company manager 
and his family and setting fire 
to their home, where he was a 
live-in employee. 

The court said Thursday 
that a DNA analysis showed 
that blood stains on five pieces 
of clothing, which investiga¬ 
tors said were worn by the 
culprit during the crime, did 
not match the DNA of Haka¬ 
mada, and pants that prosecu¬ 
tors submitted as evidence did 
not fit when he tried them on.

IMF offers 
Ukraine 
up to $ 18 B 
in loans 


New government. 

It finds itself caught 
between the demands 
of international 
creditors and a 
restive population 


Western nations rushed to 
help Ukraine on Thursday, 
with the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund pledging up to 
$18 billion in loans, the UN 
condemning the vote that 
drove Crimea into Russian 
hands and the U.S. Congress 
considering even harsher 
sanctions against Russia. 

Yet even with such in¬ 
tensive help to prop up 
Ukraine’s teetering econ¬ 
omy, the prime minister 
warned that all residents are 
going to feel pain from the 
necessaiy financial reforms 
ahead — and home energy 
prices are certain to rise 
quickly. 


And if that wasn’t enough, 
former Ukrainian Prime Min¬ 
ister Yulia Tymoshenko — 
one of the country’s most 
polarizing figures — said she 
will run for president in the 
May 25 vote. The announce¬ 
ment is sure to usher in 
strong emotions in Ukraine’s 
turbulent politics. 

Russia, for its part, 
shrugged off the spotlight 
that was on Ukraine and the 
torrent of criticism directed 
at its annexation of Crimea. 
President Vladimir Putin’s 
government announced it 
would set up its own pay¬ 
ment system to rival Visa 
and MasterCard after the two 
companies pulled their servi¬ 
ces from some Russian banks 
in the wake of international 
sanctions. 

Speaking in Rome, 
President Barack Obama 
called the swell of support 
a “concrete signal of how 
the world is united with 
Ukraine.”

Boston. Two firefighters 
killed in massive blaze 


Boston residents mourned 
the deaths of two firefight¬ 
ers killed when a fire driven 
by strong winds whipped 
through a brownstone and 
trapped them in the base¬ 
ment in a neighbourhood just 
blocks from where nine city 
firefighters died in a 1972 ho¬ 
tel collapse. 

Tributes poured in for Lt. 
Edward J. Walsh, a 43-year- 
old father of three who had 
almost a decade of experience, 
and firefighter Michael R. Ken¬ 
nedy, a 33-year-old Marine 
Corps combat veteran who 
had been a firefighter for more 
than six years. The fire union 
is working with their families 
on funeral arrangements. 

“It’s just a lousy time right 
now,” Fire Department spokes¬ 
man Steve MacDonald said 
Thursday. 

Thirteen other firefight¬ 
ers were injured in the blaze 
Wednesday in the city’s Back 
Bay district, and several po¬ 
lice officers also were taken to 
hospitals. Some residents were 
rescued from the upper floors 
of the four-storey apartment 
building, but none were hurt, 


Wreaking havoc 


“In 30 years, I’ve never 
seen a fire travel that 
fast, escalate that 
quickly and create such 
havoc in such a short 
period of time.” 

Deputy Fire Chief Joseph Finn 
officials said. 

MacDonald said several 
firefighters remained hos¬ 
pitalized Thursday but he 
wasn’t sure how many. He 
said nothing has been ruled 
out regarding the cause of the 
fire, but officials know strong 
winds made it much more dif¬ 
ficult to fight. 

Deputy Fire Chief Joseph 
Finn said the nine-alarm fire, 
which sent smoke and flames 
pouring from the roof and 
windows of the brownstone, 
appeared to have started in the 
basement but moved quickly 
throughout the building. Fire¬ 
walls stopped the flames from 
consuming adjacent buildings.

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Once-stolen Renoir 
returns to Baltimore 


On the Shore of the 
Seine. Painting went 
missing for decades 


A tiny Renoir painting has 
returned home to a gallery 
in the Baltimore Museum 
of Art nearly 63 years after 
it was stolen and then kept 
mysteriously hidden for dec¬ 


ades until it resurfaced in 
2012. 

Pierre-Auguste Renoir’s 
painting On the Shore of the 
Seine, from about 1879, was 
unveiled Thursday as the 
centrepiece of a new exhib¬ 
ition, The Renoir Returns. It 
opens to the public Sunday. 

“It’s a moment we’ve been 
looking forward to,” said 
museum director Doreen 
Bolger. “I always believed in 


my heart that it would come 
back.... It’s what we’re about: 
preserving works of art.” 

Senior Curator Katy Roth- 
lcopf called the painting “our 
little jewel.” As an artwork, 
the piece is a good example 
of Renoir’s high impression¬ 
ist style and technique dur¬ 
ing the late 19th century, 
with bright colours and ex¬ 
pressive brushworlc.

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Rover prototype tested at ‘Mars Yard* ground 


It looks like a giant sandbox 
— except the sand has a red¬ 
dish tint and the “toys” on 
display are veiy expensive 
prototypes designed to with¬ 
stand the rigours of landing 
on Mars. 

The European Mars rover 
unveiled Thursday at a Mars 
Yard testing ground in Britain 
is designed to drill beneath 
the surface of the Red Planet 
searching for signs of life. It’s 


been dubbed Biyan by its cre¬ 
ators; earlier versions were 
named Bridget (clad in gold 
material that makes it look 
like a garish dune buggy) and 
Bruno. 

The plan is to develop an 
autonomous robotic vehicle 
that can be launched in 2018 
as part of the European Space 
Agency’s ExoMars program, 
an ambitious plan that begins 
in 2016 with the launch of a 


Mars orbiter and demonstra¬ 
tor landing module. 

The goal is to bring sam¬ 
ples of Mars back to Earth by 
the 2020s. 

The rovers being de¬ 
veloped at the Airbus Defence 
and Space facility will be 
able to drill for samples and 
“feed” them into an onboard 
laboratoiy. The information 
gleaned can then be sent 
back to Earth. 


The data transmissions 
could even contain proof that 
living organisms on Mars had 
been found, said Abbie Hutty, 
an engineer charged with 
helping to make the rover 
tough enough. The rover’s 
drill is designed to penetrate 
two metres beneath the sur¬ 
face, probing an area shield¬ 
ed from radiation and con¬ 
taining water deposits.

Hunt for Flight 370. 

Eyes can spot things 
man-made equipment 
cannot — but they 
also can play tricks 


They stare out at a punish- 
ingly unbroken expanse of 
grey water, their eyes darting 
up and down, left and right, 
looking for something, any¬ 
thing, that could explain the 
fate of the missing Malaysia 
Airlines plane. 

The hunt for Flight 370, 
which vanished on March 8 
during a trip from Kuala Lum¬ 
pur to Beijing, is complicated 
in just about eveiy way im¬ 
aginable, from the vastness 
of the search area to its dis¬ 
tance from land to the brutal 
weather that plagues it. But 


for all the fancy technology 
on board the planes and ves¬ 
sels scouring the swirling 
waters, the best tool search¬ 
ers have are their own eyes. 

But those eyes are also 
subject to the peculiarities of 
the human brain. They can 
blink at the wrong moment. 
They can, and often do, grow 
weaiy. Crew members have 
to know what they’re doing, 
because the electronic equip¬ 
ment on board sometimes 
doesn’t. No one on board is 
a designated spotter; eveiy- 
one rotates positions, which 
is the best weapon against 
fatigue. 

The weather further com¬ 
plicates their jobs. When the 
wind is up and the waves are 
high, the added motion and 
colour from the whitecaps 
are a distraction.

Search continues 


Manyclues 
but no luck 

The clues keep piling up: 
more mysterious objects 
spotted in the southern 
Indian Ocean, perhaps part 
of the missing Malaysian 
airliner, perhaps not. 

Strong winds and fast 
currents make it difficult 
to pinpoint where they 
are right now, and stormy 
weather Thursday again 
halted the hunt by air and 
sea for evidence of debris 
fields. The search for the 
plane that disappeared 
March 8 has yet to produce 
a single piece of debris — 
not to mention the black 


boxes, which could solve 
the mystery. 

Japan said it provided 
Malaysia with information 
from satellite images taken 
Wednesday showing about 
10 objects that might be 
debris from the plane in 
the same general area as 
the 122 objects spotted by a 
French satellite on Sunday. 

Muddying the picture 
perhaps, a Thai satellite 
revealed about 300 objects 
about 200 kilometres to the 
southwest of the items seen 
by the Japanese and French 
satellites. The photos were 
taken Monday, one day 
after the French and two 
days before the Japanese.

U.S. cops to get 
training to work 
with community 

The U.S. Justice Depart¬ 
ment launched a program 
Thursday to train local 
police departments to bet¬ 
ter respond to transgender 
individuals, a population 
authorities say is dispro¬ 
portionately harmed by 


violence. The new initiative 
is aimed at helping police 
identify hate crimes and 
build trust with a commun¬ 
ity that law enforcement 
officials say is too often 
reluctant to report crimes.

Feds set course 
— but not date 


The road to the First Nations 
Control of First Nations Educa¬ 
tion Act has been a hard one. 

After four years of dia¬ 
logue, national outciy from 
indigenous people and a failed 
first draft, the federal govern¬ 
ment says it is finally on track 
to improving Canada’s on-re¬ 
serve education. 

Shawn Atleo, national 
chief of the Assembly of First 
Nations, condemned the ori¬ 
ginal First Nations Education 
Act in November 2013. 

In an open letter to Ber¬ 
nard Valcourt, minister of Ab¬ 
original Affairs and Northern 
Development Canada, Atleo 
explained the document was 
“not acceptable” for First Na¬ 
tions in Canada. 

Atleo said indigenous 
people need control over edu¬ 
cation, statutoiy funding, lan¬ 
guage and culture classes, no 
unilateral federal oversight 
and ongoing dialogue. 

While critics of the draft 
say the federal government 
wasn’t hearing what First Na¬ 
tions people were saying, Val¬ 
court insists he heard them 
loud and clear. 

“After we got the draft bill 
out, that’s when the chiefs 


and the assembly considered 
the draft and outlined what 
they believed were the condi¬ 
tions necessaiy to ensure the 
success of an education sys¬ 
tem,” he said. 

But while Valcourt said the 
changes are historic, it may be 
a while before Canadians see 
them. 

“That work is taking place 
as we speak and we have no 
timeline in terms of when this 
will be ready, but it is import¬ 
ant that we continue the dia¬ 
logue with First Nations.” 

Atleo said the commit¬ 
ments made by the federal 
government are a step in the 
right direction. “They put re¬ 
sources on the table,” Atleo 
said in a recent interview. 

Both Atleo and Valcourt 
said the road ahead would be 
challenging but worth it. 

“This is for the benefit of 
the whole countiy,” said Val¬ 
court. “The First Nation lead¬ 
ers and chiefs and councillors 
I’ve talked to on reserve, they 
all want to be a part of a suc¬ 
cessful Canada, of a Canada 
where there is an opportun¬ 
ity for eveiyone provided that 
they have the tools — and this 
is a fundamental tool that 


Success stories 


There are a few notable 
exceptions to the lacklustre 
First Nations education 
system in Canada. 


• British Columbia. Indigen¬ 
ous communities have 
worked with the govern¬ 
ment on a unique system 
since the '90s. Their 
education authorities are 
providing a foundation 
for the federal proposals. 
Students can move seam¬ 
lessly between First Na¬ 
tions and public schools. 


• Nova Scotia. Mi’kmaw 
Kina’matnewey earned 
the right to control its 
education in 1999 and 
incorporates culturally 
sensitive curricula and 
indigenous language 
immersion. In the 2012-13 
school year, it reported an 
87.7 per cent high school 
graduation rate.

Reclaiming what was lost. Teachers united in 
call for government to repair damage to native 
culture — but split on their current attempt

Want to know the impact of 
the funding deficit on aborig¬ 
inal culture? Just ask a teacher. 

Educators at two First Na¬ 
tions schools in central Sas¬ 
katchewan say the federal 
government needs to do much 
more to teach on-reserve stu¬ 


dents about their histoiy and 
culture. 

They argue a lack of fund¬ 
ing is denying students a 
chance to learn about First 
Nations traditions and lan¬ 
guages, which were repressed 
and almost lost through Can¬ 
ada’s residential schools sys¬ 
tem. 

“They lost a part of them¬ 
selves,” says Grade 1 teacher 


Karen Rondeau, speaking in 
her small classroom at the 
Sturgeon Lake Central School, 
which serves the Sturgeon 
Lake First Nation. 

“To make themselves 
whole again, they need their 
culture; they need their lan¬ 
guage; they need their trad¬ 
itions to be proud people 
and move on,” Rondeau says. 
“(The Federal Government) 
took it away, so why not give 
it back?”

For some students in Canada, 
access to sport and athletics 
is as simple as putting their 
name on a sign-up sheet. 

For some students on First 
Nations reserves, the thought 
is a pipe dream. 

For the last five years, Blair 
Sands has taught physical 
education at Bernard Con¬ 
stant Community School on 
the James Smith First Nation 
in central Saskatchewan. He 
says his students are missing 
out on opportunities to nur¬ 
ture their athletic abilities 
and their future. 

“There’s no doubt in my 
mind that sports have a posi¬ 
tive impact on young people,” 
said Sands, as students zip by 
on small scooters in the gym. 

Working with community 


members, parents and admin- funds for the school’s athlet- 
istrators, Sands started a non- ics program, as his budget for 
profit booster club to raise the 2013-14 school year was 


set at roughly $500. 

“You can lower crime rates 
and you can lower drop-out 
rates if you have the right 
programming and the right 
people,” he says. 

Sands says they’ve raised 
roughly $20,000 in equipment 
and cash through provincial 
grants and contributions. 

“If (youth) are in a sports 
program, they’re not getting 
into trouble because they’re 
playing volleyball, they’re 
playing hockey or they’re on 
the gym mat,” he says. “I’m 
not a gambling man — but 
the odds are against you if you 
don’t have positive things to 
influence your life, coaching 
and sports included.”

core funding for First Nations 
education over three years, 
starting in 2016. This, Harper 
says, would allow commun¬ 
ities to “incorporate language 
and culture programming.” 

But with little information 
on how the money will be dis¬ 
tributed, some, like Charlene 
Constant, who teaches Grade 
1 at Bernard Constant Com¬ 
munity School on the James 
Smith Cree Nation, are skep¬ 
tical. 

“It sounds like a big num¬ 
ber,” she says. “But once you 
break that down to all the 
bands in Canada and it goes 
through whoever it needs to 


go through ... it’s not going to 
be enough.” 

Myra Laponsee, who teach¬ 
es Grade 4 at Sturgeon Lake 
Central School, feels the bill 
is a step forward in restoring 
First Nations traditions. 

“I know it’s really difficult 
to get (our culture) back, but 
it’s possible; it’s absolutely 
possible,” she says. 

“Right now, what they’re 
trying to do, as First Nations 
people, it’s only going to bene¬ 
fit us. It’s not the government 
writing it for us this time, the 
way they did back then. It’s 
us writing our own education 
act.”

Athletics may well have saved 
Erralyn Thomas’s life. 

Thomas, the B.C. youth 
representative for the As¬ 
sembly of First Nations, hails 
from the Snuneymuxw First 
Nation, located on the south¬ 
east part of Vancouver Island. 

The 27-year-old says her 
school was the size of a trail¬ 
er and sat between a railway 


and a highway. 

“We had to turn people 
away,” says Thomas. “It’s not 
really safe.” The graduation 
rate, she added, was around 
40 per cent at the time she 
finished high school. 

Her parents were alcohol¬ 
ics and left when she was 11 
or 12, leaving her and her 
brother with their grandpar¬ 
ents, who were residential 
school survivors. 

“That affected their par¬ 
enting,” she says. 


But Thomas found solace 
in sport. Her high school 
coaches took a personal inter¬ 
est when she was in trouble. 

“I was out on the streets 
from 13 to 16, and so mentors 
and my coaches ... helped me 
get here,” she says. 

Thomas earned a lacrosse 
scholarship to Niagara Uni¬ 
versity and played in the 2009 
women’s lacrosse World Cup. 
Today, she is a law student at 
the University of British Col¬ 
umbia.

President Barack Obama is 
asking Congress to end the 
government’s bulk collec¬ 
tion of Americans’ phone 
records. 

Obama promised to make 
changes to the controversial 
surveillance program after 
the public was outraged to 
learn the extent of domestic 
collection.

leaker Edward Snowden. 

Obama says American’s 
phone records should re¬ 
main with the phone com¬ 
panies and not be held at the 
National Security Agency for 
five years, as has been the 
practice.

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U.S. Air Force fires nine 
after cheating imbroglio 



Nuclear commanders. 

Scandal may have 
begun as early as 
November 2011 


The U.S. Air Force fired nine 
mid-level nuclear commanders 
Thursday and will discipline 
dozens of junior officers at a nu¬ 
clear missile base in response to 
an exam-cheating scandal that 
spanned a far longer period 
than originally reported. 

Air Force officials called the 
moves unprecedented in the 
histoiy of the intercontinental 
ballistic missile force (ICBM). 
The Associated Press last year 
revealed a series of security 
and other problems in the nu¬ 
clear force, including a failed 
safety and security inspection 
at Malmstrom Air Force Base, 
Montana, where the cheating 
happened. 

In a bid to correct root caus¬ 
es of the missile corps’ failings 
— including low morale and 


weak management — the Air 
Force also announced a series 
of new or expanded programs 
to improve leadership develop¬ 
ment, to modernize the three 
ICBM bases and to reinforce 
“core values” including integ¬ 
rity. 

Air Force Secretaiy Deborah 
Lee James, the service’s top 
civilian official, had promised 
to hold officers at Malmstrom 
accountable once the cheating 
investigation was completed 
and the scope of the scandal 
was clear. None of the nine 
fired commanders was directly 
involved in the cheating, but 
each was determined to have 
failed in his or her leadership 
responsibilities. 

Investigators determined 
that the cheating, which offi¬ 
cials originally said happened 
in August or September last 
year, began as early as Novem¬ 
ber 2011 and continued until 
November 2013, according to 
a defence official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 
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Detroit neighbourhoods 
looking for blank canvas 


Demolition project. 
Planners offered rare 
chance to create urban 
gardens, farms, forests 
and other green spaces 


The families of Detroit’s 
Brightmoor area are delight¬ 
ed that the day is finally ap¬ 
proaching when bulldozers 
will level more of their neigh¬ 


bourhood. After that, their 
community’s future will be 
like the cleared landscape — 
a blank canvas. 

For years, Brightmoor resi¬ 
dents pleaded with the city 
to demolish vacant homes 
that scavengers had stripped 
of wiring and plumbing and 
anything of value. Some 
structures are already gone, 
and now officials aim to do 
much more, possibly tearing 
down as many as 450 empty 


houses each week across this 
bankrupt city. 

The huge demolition pro¬ 
ject holds the potential to 
transform large parts of De¬ 
troit into an urban-redevel¬ 
opment laboratory like the 
nation has never seen. 

The ambitious demoli¬ 
tion schedule was formally 
presented last month as part 
of the city’s plans to emerge 
from bankruptcy.

WHO declares 
‘victory* over 
polio in India

The scourge of polio ends in 
India with a four-year-old girl, 
Rukhsar Khatoon, who became 
ill as a baby after her parents 
forgot to get her vaccinated. 

Her barely perceptible limp 
the only lingering sign of the 
disease, Rukhsar was the last 
person to contract polio in the 
nation of 1.2 billion people. 

The World Health Organ¬ 
ization formally declared India 
polio-free on Thursday, after 
three years with no new cases. 


It said the milestone means 
the entire Southeast Asian 
region, home to a quarter of 
the world’s population, is con¬ 
sidered free of the disease. 

Being declared polio-free 
once was considered all but im¬ 
possible in a nation hobbled by 
corruption, poor sanitation and 
profound poverty. Although 
the disease could return, eradi¬ 
cating it is a landmark public 
health achievement. 

This is “a day that we have 
dreamt about,” said Poonam 
Khetrpal Singh, a WHO official 
at a ceremony in New Delhi to 
declare the entire Southeast 
Asian region free of the disease. 
Singh described it as “a day that 
all countries fought hard for, 
and a day when all stakehold¬ 
ers come together to celebrate 
the victory of mankind over a 
dreaded disease.”

That’s a 30 per cent jump 
from the last federal esti¬ 
mate of 1 in 88 children 
with autism or a related dis¬ 
order. The latest calculation 
means autism is more than 
twice as common as officials 
said it was just seven years 
go. 

But health officials say 
the new number may not 
mean autism is occurring 
more often. Much of the 
increase is believed to be 


from a cultural and medical 
shift, with doctors diagnos¬ 
ing autism more frequently, 
especially in children with 
milder problems. 

There are no blood or 
biological tests for autism, 
so diagnosis is not an exact 
science. It’s identified by 
making judgments about a 
child’s behaviour. 

This latest estimate by 
the Atlanta-based Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention means autism 
affects roughly 1.2 million 
U.S. children and teens.

Emergency contraceptive pills 
known as the morning-after 
pill will soon carry new warn¬ 
ings about reduced effective¬ 
ness in women weighing more 
than 165 pounds. 

Health Canada has asked 
companies to add warnings to 
packaging advising that the 
pills are less effective in women 
weighing 165 to 176 pounds 
and are not effective in women 
weighing more than that. 

Women who weigh 165 
pounds or more are advised to 
ask a health professional for ad¬ 
vice on alternative methods of 
emergency contraception. 


The morning-after pills 
available without prescription 
in Canada are Next Choice, Nor- 
levo. Option 2 and Plan B. 

The drugs are taken by 
women up to 72 hours after 
unprotected sex or a contracep¬ 
tive accident, such as a condom 
breaking, to prevent pregnancy. 

The pills contain a higher 
dose of levonorgestrel com¬ 
pared to regular birth control 
pills with this hormone and 
work by preventing ovulation 
or fertilization of an egg. They 
have no effect if a woman is al¬ 
ready pregnant.

Support lowest in North Africa 
for women’s equality: Poll 


Afrobarometer poll. 

Disparities across 
continent highlighted 


Attitudes toward women’s 
equality are dimmer in 
North Africa than in the rest 
of the continent, according 
to a new poll of about 50,000 
people across 34 African 
countries. 

The Afrobarometer poll, 
conducted in 2011-13 and 
released Thursday, found 
women are at a disadvan¬ 
tage compared to men 
across Africa, but support 
for women’s equality is 


growing. 

Those polled in the pre¬ 
dominantly Arab Muslim 
north gave the lowest level 
of support for equality and 
described the highest fre¬ 
quency of discrimination. 

North Africa in general 
reports greater wealth and 
higher levels of economic 
development than the rest 
of the continent. 

Yet, while 68 per cent of 
respondents across Africa 
felt women could be lead¬ 
ers, that figure was 50 per 
cent in North Africa, where 
people in Algeria, Egypt, 
Morocco, Sudan and Tunisia 
were interviewed.

Crowe floats this boat 


Up to the ark. Darren 
Aronofsky's art-house 
epic Noah rises above 
its biblical origins 


Richard: Mark, the best 
way I can describe Noah is 
emotionally ambitious. It 
takes a familiar story and 
shines a new light on it by 
highlighting Noah’s spirit¬ 
ual quandary. In the film — 
which takes liberties with 
the biblical story — he’s a 
vegan prophet who grapples 
with doing God’s will while 
balancing the needs of all of 
humanity, particularly his 
family. The meaning of faith 
and the consequences of ad¬ 
hering to that faith are the 
film’s main thrust, but as in¬ 
teresting as that is, the mov¬ 


ie feels like one thing when 
it is addressing the spiritual 
and quite another — possibly 
a Lord of the Rings movie — 
when it is in action movie 
mode. 

Mark: Richard, I queasily 
bought the transition from 
religious allegoiy to action 
pic because I admired the 
tone and quality of the mov¬ 
ie. I shuddered when I first 
heard about the picture, but 
then got interested when I 
found out Aronofsky was dir¬ 
ecting. Unlike most biblical 
epics, the dialogue isn’t em¬ 
barrassing and the lead actor 
isn’t over the top. 

RC: It’s not your father’s 
biblical epic, that’s for sure. 
This is an art-house epic that 
filters the story through Ar¬ 
onofsky’s impressionistic 


style. Some may criticize the 
movie for not being rever¬ 
ent enough, but I thought he 
treated the story as a living, 
breathing thing and not an 
artifact from another time. 
But having said that, Ar¬ 
onofsky moves in mysterious 
ways. He shot the epic almost 
entirely in close-up, and the 
flood scene could have used 
a bit more Cecil B. DeMille. 

MB: He also indulged in 
some sci-fi flourishes I don’t 
remember from the Bible! 
But I accepted them as part 
of the world of wonder when 
the Earth was a pre-prehistor- 
ic place. The movie has a 
strong environmental mes¬ 
sage and also feels critical of 
doctrinaire religious funda¬ 
mentalism. Noah, at the end, 
almost makes a choice that 
only a deranged religious 


kook would make. Speaking 
of which, what did you think 
of Russell Crowe? 

RC: Crowe’s been in a bit of 
a slump in recent years. The 
dangerous, complex actor of 
movies like Gladiator and 
A Beautiful Mind seemed 
to have taken a backseat to 
the performer who thought 
making The Man with the 
Iron Fists was a good idea. 
Noah is a nice reminder of 
Crowe’s delicate mix of fear¬ 
some masculinity and subtle 
sensitivity. 

MB: I thought he was won¬ 
derfully restrained in the 
part even when he was de¬ 
ranged with fervour. My 
only complaint is that the 
movie peaks too soon. I guess 
there’s a bit of a problem 
with the stoiy... arc.

In Gil Bellows’ new drama 
Three Days in Havana, Cuba 
plays as much a character as 
the Canadian actor’s ill-fated 
protagonist. 

“What a beautiful, dy¬ 
namic place to be,” said 
Bellows from Los Angeles. 
“What prompted us to tell 
this kind of story was to put 
a character in an environ¬ 
ment that would feel foreign 
to him and to an audience 
and make it take on this per¬ 
sonality of its own so it could 
be mysterious and sexy and 
comical.” 

Reminiscent of the sus¬

It was extremely hard for 
Dwayne Johnson to keep his 
Hercules look under wraps 
while filming the Brett Ratner- 
directed movie in Hungaiy 
last year. But he did it for the 
greater good of the big reveal. 

“As an actor, not showing 
my chiseled, extraordinaiy, 
handsome face was a tremen¬ 
dous sacrifice for me,” he 
joked on Monday before the 
premiere of the fifin’s trailer 
at the Las Vegas movie-theatre 
convention CinemaCon.

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From folk-punk to the top of pop

Calgaiy-reared twins Tegan and 
Sara have never won a Juno 
Award despite five nomina¬ 
tions, but it’s possible to spot 
a silver lining in that goldless 
run. 

“If we won, we would feel 
really delighted — but there’s 
also this reflex in me that’s al¬ 
ways been afraid to win,” said 
the consistently amiable Sara 
Quin in a recent telephone 
interview. 

“It feels like (if) we won, 
people would be like: ‘What?! 
THEY won? Oh God. I can’t be¬ 
lieve they beat so and so.’ That 
always stresses me out. Some¬ 
times it’s just better to be nom¬ 
inated.” 

They’re up for nomina¬ 
tions in four categories at this 
weekend’s Juno Awards for 
the sleek-and-chic pop album 
Heartthrob. And in presti¬ 


gious categories no less: single, 
group, songwriter and pop al¬ 
bum of the year. 

That last one particularly 
speaks to the aesthetic trans¬ 
formation undertaken by the 
33-year-old sisters. In years past, 
they were almost exclusively 
nominated for alternative al¬ 
bum of the year. They lost, on 
three occasions, to bands that 
Quin refers to as “heavy hit¬ 
ters”: Broken Social Scene (in 
2006), Arcade Fire (in 2008), and 
Metric (in 2010). 

The duo began — 15 years 
ago now — playing folk-pop oc¬ 
casionally imbued with gusts of 
emo rage. But beginning with 
2004’s smart So Jealous, the 
Quins infused those torrents 
of punk energy with increasing 
degrees of melodic masteiy, a 
trend that continued through 
2007’s melancholy The Con 
and 2009’s punchy Sainthood. 

The twins have long proven 
their deft songwriting touch, 
but Heartthrob’s ultra-polished 
production quality brought it 
into startling high-definition. 

The Quins have also found 
high-profile, outspoken fans 
in the likes of Taylor Swift

and Katy Peny, who will bring 
Tegan and Sara along for an 
arena tour this fall. Indeed, 
they’ve seemingly shimmied 
their way into an elusive (if not 
always lucrative) subgenre: the 
pop musicians’ pop musicians. 

The sisters were also invited 
to record a demo of Everything 
is Awesome, the blithe central 
tune from the recently released 
critical gem The Lego Movie. 
They weren’t used to singing 
other people’s songs or audi¬ 
tioning. Still, they apparently 
aced their tiyout take and, in 
collaboration with producer 
(and Devo co-founder) Mark 
Mothersbaugh and comedy-rap 
outfit the Lonely Island, record¬ 
ed the chirpy hit that appears 


prominently in the smash film. 

The song has given Tegan 
and Sara their highest U.S. 
chart placement yet. 

It’s not lost on the Quins 
how far they’ve come. Reflect¬ 
ing on the Juno nominations, 
Sara says she didn’t think this 
level of recognition was pos¬ 


sible — and, with piercing self- 
awareness, immediately clari¬ 
fies that she doesn’t mean it in 
a “stupid, humble” way. 

“But we were just talk¬ 
ing about this with one of 
our high school friends,” she 
continued. “We did not prob¬ 
ably seem like we had a lot 


of potential in high school. 
We were never really good at 
piano, and people didn’t hear 
us play the first time and go: 
‘Oh my God, send them to 
Nashville.’ We were gross and 
trashy and we played punk 
music. But we had a tenacity 
and an ambition. There was 
something there.” 

It’s not a shock, then, that 
the Quins are already pon¬ 
dering a follow-up to Heart- 
throb. 

The sisters recently linked 
up in New York, where Sara 
lives much of the time (Tegan 
is based in Vancouver). Sara 
tossed on some electronic 
music in the car, and Tegan 
teased her: “Put something 
on with melody. Why are you 
making us listen to this?” 

Sara responded that her 
sister had better get used to 
the sound — it would inspire 
their next record. 

They laughed at the time, 
but Sara really is thinking 
in those terms. Work on the 
next record “starts now.”

Striding out to perform 0 Can¬ 
ada at the recent NBA All-Star 
Game in New Orleans, Serena

“After I’m done, I start walk¬ 
ing off and then there’s Drake,” 
she said of the Toronto rapper, 
ubiquitous during the NBA’s all- 
star weekend. “He like grabbed 
me and gives me a big hug. All 
the cameras are on me. It was 
the most surreal experience.” 

And Drake isn’t the only in- 
dustiy heavyweight to embrace 
Ryder recently.

looms as an obvious goal, Ry¬ 
der won’t necessarily submit 
to the punishingly rigorous, 
ego-popping club traipse that’s 
de rigueur for acts tiying to 
break in south of the border. 

After all, her major break¬ 
through at home didn’t ne¬ 
cessarily come about the typ¬ 
ical way. 

Ryder has been honest 
about the four-year gap that 
ultimately followed the Juno- 
winning folk-pop album Is It 
O.K. 

She struggled with de¬ 
pression, at various points 


finding it hard to summon 
herself from bed. Eventu¬ 
ally, friends, family and a 
new romance helped Ryder 
emerge from the din to write 
Harmony’s sanguine songs 
reflecting her newly cheery 


mindset. 

Told that her success story 
defies the typical strilce- 
while-the-iron’s-hot ethos of 
an opportunistic industry, 
she laughs. 

“I know — that’s the fun¬ 


niest thing in the world,” 
she said. “I don’t believe in 
the whole idea of breaking 
your back in order to enjoy 
life later.... It makes no sense 
whatsoever.”

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Law and Order’s Meloni shows comedic chops

TV star Christopher Meloni 
is known for a brooding in¬ 
tensity that has fuelled dark 
roles on heavy dramas includ¬ 
ing Law & Order: SVU and the 
brutal prison serial Oz. 

Oddly enough, that was 
what made him perfect for the 
role of a gruff but well-mean¬ 
ing dad on the family sitcom 
Surviving Jack, says executive 
producer Justin Halpem, who 
based the laugher on his rela¬ 
tionship with his own no-non¬ 
sense father — the same guy 
who inspired the Twitter feed 
“S— My Dad Says.” 

“The thing about Chris is 
that he doesn’t have to put on 
anything to be really intimidat¬ 
ing,” says Halpem, whose new 
show is drawn from dating 
disasters he documents in the 
book I Suck at Girls. 

“He scares the (crap) out of 
us on a daily basis. So I think 
that (with) this character it’s 
really important that it didn’t 
feel like the (actor) put on this 
false bravado, that it just kind 
of came with the guy. And 
Chris has that in spades.” 

Twitter followers and TV 
viewers already had a glimpse 
at one version of Halpem’s dad 
through the expletive-filled 
Twitter feed, which inspired 
a cult following, a book and a 
heavily panned sitcom of the 
same name in 2010 starring 
William Shatner. But that in¬ 
itial TV incarnation was actual¬ 
ly much further from the truth

than Jack Dunlevy of Surviving 
Jack, says Halpem, blaming 
his first sitcom’s demise on 
an overly sour tone that made 
it hard for viewers to connect 
with the curmudgeonly senior. 

“The dad was like a sad old 
man that had been twice di¬ 
vorced, that was living by him¬ 
self and went to hookers. And 
in this one it’s much more like 
my real dad, who’s madly in 
love with my mother — they 
live together, they’re married, 
they’re married 35 years and 
he’s just sort of a more bluntly 
honest guy,” he says. 

“That (other) show, it just 
sort of defaulted into grumpy 
old man and we’ve seen that 
character a million times. I 
think what makes my dad 
more interesting is he’s this, 
like, scientist who’s lectured at 
Harvard, but he has this blue- 
collar element to him.” 

Surviving Jack is set in the 
early 1990s, with Meloni as 
a tough ex-militaiy man and 
doctor who takes over parent¬ 
ing duties when mom Joanne, 
played by Rachael Harris, 
heads to law school. 

Jack’s blunt style does not 
go over well with lanky teen¬ 
age son Frankie, played by 
Connor Buckley, who is full 
of insecurities as he begins his 
freshman year in high school. 
And it seems even less effect¬ 
ive with 17-year-old daughter 
Rachel, played by Claudia Lee, 
a high school junior eager 
to push the limits of her in¬ 
dependence. 

The era allows for plenty 
of nostalgic nods to acid-wash 


fashion trends, scrambled 
pay-per-view TV channels and 
poppy radio hits that existed 
well before the Internet and 
mobile devices arrived to offer 
teens on-demand distractions 
— something younger mem¬ 
bers of the cast had a hard time 
comprehending, says Meloni. 


“We’d break to them the 
news that there was a time in 
history where cellphones and 
computers were not there and 
they really couldn’t wrap their 
heads around that,” he says in 
a recent conference call along¬ 
side Harris. 

Meloni says he was keen 


to shift over to comedy after 
12 years as Det. Elliot Stabler 
on Law & Order: SVU, noting 
that he did sitcoms well before 
playing a series of menacing 
TV heavyweights that included 
a stint on NYPD Blue. 

“I was leaning towards a 
comedy,” Meloni says of what 
he was looking for after Law 
& Order. “And you know the 
threatening Jack thing, I didn’t 
intentionally make it thus ... 
It’s just how the script struck 
me and I think possibly my 
physicalness kind of lends 
itself to that in combination 
with how Connor plays his 
part. He seems like he’s a kid 
who seems perpetually uneasy 
in his own skin. When you 
compare that to a guy like Jack 
who seems to me perpetually 
absolutely calm and comfort¬ 
able in his skin it really then 
makes my character a little 
more threatening.” 

Nevertheless, Buckley says 
Meloni is a genuine jolcester. 

“He’s veiy accessible, but 
he’s veiy big — he’s got a big

personality,” Buckley said dur¬ 
ing a stop in Toronto last June 
to promote the show. 

“He’ll just whip out an im¬ 
pression or something. He’s 
built for comedy, but he was 
on Law & Order for the longest 
time and so it’s going to be nice 
for a lot of people to see if he 
can also do (something else).” 

Executive producer Bill 
Lawrence points to wacky 
roles Meloni has taken over 
the years, including the off-the- 
wall hillbilly known as Freak- 
show in Harold & Kumar Go to 
White Castle and the sexually 
deviant veteran Gene in Wet 
Hot American Summer. 

“I think it’s exciting to see 
somebody doing something 
different, but we would be 
lying if we didn’t tell you we 
all knew Chris comedically 
before,” admits Lawrence, also 
co-creator and executive pro¬ 
ducer of Cougar Town, creator 
of Scrubs and co-creator of 
Spin City. 

“He did Law & Order: SVU 
for, I think he was on that show 
for 31 years,” he says, joking. 
“But comedy writers will all tell 
you that (in) Wet Hot American 
Summer or the Harold and 
Kumar movies, Chris is hyster¬ 
ical and he’s funny in real life.”

Nadars comeback 
ousts Raonic 


Curling. Team Canada 
will try to put back-room 
deals and rumours aside 
at world championship 


Canada’s Kevin Koe is trying 
his best to avoid distractions 
and focus on curling as he 
prepares for the men’s world 
curling championship. 

There have been a few 
challenges for Koe in the lead- 
up to the competition, which 


opens Saturday at Beijing’s 
Capital Indoor Stadium. Chief 
among them is news that 
there are changes coming to 
his rink next season. 

Koe’s current lineup fea¬ 
tures second Carter Rycroft, 
third Pat Simmons and lead 
Nolan Thiessen. Rycroft, 
whose wife is pregnant, has 
already said he’ll be taking a 
year off after this season. 

Kevin Martin confirmed 
to The Canadian Press that 
Marc Kennedy and Ben Hebert 
will be leaving his rink to 


join Koe’s next season while 
Sportsnet reported that Brent 
Laing of Glenn Howard’s rink 
will round out the new four¬ 
some. 

Koe preferred to keep his 
focus on the worlds and de¬ 
clined to comment on the 
coming changes. 

The timing is less than 
ideal for Koe and his team¬ 
mates. Geriy Peckham, the 
Canadian Curling Associa¬ 
tion’s high-performance direc¬ 
tor, expects Koe to be able to 
lock in on the immediate task 


before him. 

“Our analysis of his per¬ 
formance skills and perform¬ 
ance attributes would suggest 
that he’s an incredibly focused 
individual and is seldom dis¬ 
tracted by anything external 
to the game at hand,” Peck- 
ham said. “I think those team¬ 
mates have looked each other 
in the eye again, squared their 
shoulders, are shaking each 
other’s hands and are now 
moving on to complete this 
journey of a world champion¬ 
ship.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Drew Hutchison gave up 
one hit in 5 1/3 score¬ 
less innings and led the 
Toronto Blue Jays past the 
Philadelphia Phillies 3-0 on 
Thursday. 

Hutchison is scheduled 
to start Toronto’s second 
regular-season game 
against the Tampa Bay Rays 
on Tuesday. He allowed a 
single to Jimmy Rollins in 
the fourth, walked three 
and struck out three. 

The right-hander beat 
out several candidates, 
including Todd Redmond, 
Esmil Rogers and Ricky 
Romero, for a spot in the 
rotation.

Olympic champion Crawford hangs up her skis 



Cross-country skiing. 

30-year-old Canmore 
native announces 
decision to retire 


Success, then struggle that 
made the success sweeter, is 
the story of Chandra Craw¬ 
ford’s cross-country ski career. 

The three-time Olympian 
2006 gold medallist is done ra¬ 
cing competitively. 

Crawford, 30, announced 
her decision Thursday at her 


hometown’s Canmore Nordic 
Centre, where she put on skis 
as soon as she could walk. 

“To see races and see people 
having fun is always going to 
be hard and I’m always going 
to happy for them and cheer¬ 
ing for them and know what 
they’re experiencing out there. 
That’s the sad part. No more 
races,” she said. 

Crawford stunned Can¬ 
adians and the international 
cross-country ski community 
by winning the women’s sprint 
in Turin, Italy, in her rookie 
season on the national team. 


Her air guitar routine atop the 
podium was just as memorable. 

Spending more time on Fast 
and Female (an organization 
she founded aimed at getting 
girls aged nine to 19 into sport) 
and pursuing post-secondaiy 
education are Crawford’s 
vehicles for her transition out 
of elite sport. 

“It’s nice to have something 
really pulling you, to not be 
scared of the unknown coming 
forward,” Crawford said. “I’m 
veiy lucky to be retiring on my 
own terms at the time I want
